DEATH OF THE CHIEF JUSTICE OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


A Slight Chill Which Developed Into a Seri- 
ous Malady Terminating Fatally at 6 
O'Clock This Morning—The Chief Jus- 
tice’s Attendance atthe Supreme Court 
Session Monday Believed to Have Aggra- 
vated His Trouble—Mrs. Waite in Cali- 
fornia—The President Shocked by the 
News—Adjournment of the United States 
Supreme Court and Congress, 


WaSHINGTON, March 23.—Chief Justice Waite 
ofthe United States Supreme Court died at 
his residence in this city at 6:10 o’clock this 
morning. The Chief Justice was in his usual 
health, though exhausted by his recent severe 
labors, until Saturday night, when on return- 
ing from Senator Hearst’s, where with his 
daughter he attended a reception, he com- 
plained ofachill. This feeling passed off dur- 
ing the night, but he Ii ~uained in bed through- 
out Sunday, and unti time for him to 
go to the court on Monda, . “ng then from 
malaria and vague indisposition, he did not 
read the opinioninthe telephone case, but 
sat through its reading and then returned to 
his home. He was wakeful Monday night and 
on Tuesday morning symptoms of acute bron- 
chitis appeared, accompanied by insomnia 
and great restlessness, His condition Tues- 
day was not alarming, but on Wednesday 
circumscribed pneumonia showed itself. 
During Thursday night he was comfort- 
able and no particular alarm was 


felt, but at 6 o’clock this morning 
failure of the heart’s action was observed, 
assed away. His daughter, 
Miss sary F. Waite, and his son, Mr. O. O. 
Waite, fice-Rresident of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railroad, were with him 
when he died. Drs. Caroline B. Winslow and 
Frank A. Gardner were in attendance.

THE FATAL ILLNESS. 

The following are the full particulars of 
Justice Waite's last and fatal Ulness: The 
Chief Justice dined out on Saturday evening, 
and on his return home he became so ill that 
his famliy physician, Dr. Winslow, was sent 
for. He was confined to his bed on Sunday, 
and on Monday be insisted upon going to the 
Supreme Court to be present when the de- 
cision in the telephone suite was rendered. 
The weather was mild and the doctor yielded 
to his request, every recaution being 
taken to prevent any ijl effects from 
the journey. The telephone decision 
had been written by the Chief 
Justice, but he was too Ill to read it from the 
bench and that duty was therefore performed 
by Justice Blatchford. Special care waz taken 
that no evidence of the Chief Justice's illness 
should appear, and none of the throng that 
heard the decision read suspected the real 
reason why it was announced by Justice 
Blatchford, As soon as possible after the 
reading, Justice * alte left the bench and was 
hurriedly driven h ame . is admitted that the 
tr p to the Capitok wa prudent in 
Justice Waite’s —2 but itis asserted 
thatno serious consequence can be ascribed 
to it.

THE DOCTOR HAD TO YIELD. 

He went back to bed and since then had 
been avery sick man. Miss Waite was the 
only member of the family at home, her 
mother being on the Pacific coast and her 
brother and sister-in-law in Cincinnati. The 
Chief Justice’s son was telegraphed for, and 
he and his wife reached Washington yester- 
day. Intheafternoona consultation of phy- 
sicians was beid in the sick chamber. None 
of the Supreme Court Justices had any infor- 
mation to give to inquirers, and extraordinary 
efforts were made by all baving knowledge 
of the facts to keep the Chief Justice’s illness 
asecret. Arrangements have been made for 
the speedy return of Mrs. Waite. 

FORMER ILLNESS. 

Justice Waite’s illness was . ¢ to trouble 
with his liver and spleen, c@®“clicated with 
very painful stomach disorders, Justice Waite 
Had a very serious fit of sickness just at the 
Jlose ofthe administratien of President Ar- 
thur. He was confined to his house for sey- 
eral weeks withan attack of erysipelas that 
threatened at one time to havea fatal termi- 
nation. The serious character of his iliness 
at that time was not generally known until 
after the crisishad been passed and it was 
not until he became well enough to be up and 
about his house on I street that newspaper 
paragraphs appeared reporting him to be in 
danger. The Justice was a hale man to look 
at, but he had a stroke of paralysis some years 
ago and his friends have been solicitous 
about him on that account, fearing a recur- 
rence of old symptoms. After his recovery 
from this illness he traveled and sought 
recreation by prolonged abstention from the 
duties of the Supreme Court.

THE SUPREME COURT ADJOURNS. 

Associate Justice Miller, the senior member 
of the court, after leaving the residence of the 
late Chief Justice sent invitationsto bis fel- 
low members to meet him atthe consultation 
room of the court, where they all assembled 
at ll o’clock, remaining closeted together un- 
tilnoon. The Attorney-General and leading 
members of the bar were present in the court- 
room when the court assembled and 
the seats outside the rail were filied with spec- 
tators. The chair of the Chief Justice was 
simply draped with crape, but in no other re- 
spect did the appearance of the chamber give 
any indication of the mournful nature of the 
occasion. When the court entered the cham- 
berthe Marshal unnounced ‘‘The Honorable 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court,’’ va- 
rying the usual formula by the omission of 

e title of the deceased. When the court 
and the assemblage were seated, Justice Mil- 
ler in a tow broken voice said: 

It is my painful duty to announce to the 
bar of this court that its honored Chief Jus- 
tice departed this life this rning at 6:80 
O lock. This is not the occasion to make an 
extended observance on the subject, whic 
will be done in due time.

THE PRESIDENT NOTIFIED. 

The President was informed of the death of 
the Chief Justice by Col. Lamont. The latter 
was at his residence preparing to go to the 
White House, when a messenger arrived with 
a note from Mr. C. C. Waite, son of the Chief 
Justice, saying that his father died this morn- 
ing and “ee him to notify the 
President. also received à letter 
from Dr. Ruth ot the navy giving bim the 
same information and adding a few details az 
to the cause of death. Col. Lamont proceeded 
atonce to the White House and found the 
President in the library opening his mail. The 
President was very much shocked at the intel- 
ligence. He Was aware that the Chief Justice 
had been in bad health for a time but he was 
not prepared to hear of his death.

No one has left a 
more enviable record as a practitioner and 
jurist, and the death of no public man in the 
country would be more widely or sincerely 
mourned. His honors came as the rewards of 
merit and not as the fruits of self-seeking. It 
is no secret that he has been named for the 
highest honor in the gift of the nation, and 
that he has discouraged such talk, believing 
that political ambition should never sully ju- 
dicial robes. His sudden death leaves an un- 
expired and most important vacancy to be 
filled by appointment of the President, and it 
is one of the indecencies of modern politics 
that the same dispatches which announce the 
Chief Justice’s death are accompanied by 
others canvassing the chances of his possibile 
successor.’’

Mr. ‘Waite was born at Lyme, Conn., Novem- 
ber 29, 1816. Justice Miller of the Supreme 
bench was born in April of the same Nr 
Henry Matson Waite his — 7 was Judge ot the 
Connecticut Supreme Court of Errors. o late 
Chief Justice was sent to Yale, Where he grad- 
nated in 1887. He studied law under his father 
for a year and then removed to lo, where 
he placed himseif under Samuel M. Young of 
Maumee City. In 1889 be was admitted to the 
bar and practiced in Maumee City and Toledo 
until 4 with small interruptions. His 
brother, Richard Waite, was associated with 
him for the last eighteen years of the time. 
He was elected to the Ohio Legislature in 1840, 
and served one term, but having no taste for 
Ee olitics did not again attempt to win election. 

e was sent to Geneva as one of the counsel 
for the United States before the arbitration 
tribunal in 1871, and on his return was by the 
unanimous choice of both political narties 
elected to be a member of the Constitutional 
Convention of Ohio. That body made him its 
presiding officer. 

Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase was Mr. 
Waite’s predecessor on the Supreme Bench, 
and died in Washington, May 7, 1871. Prest- 
dent Grant did not make any nomination to 
fill the vacancy until 1873 and it was not until 
March 4, 1874, that Mr. Waite took the 
oath of the office. His life after that 

date was not marked by any events of im- 

ortance. In 1875 he wrote a letter declin- 

ng to allow his name to be used in connection 
withj the Presidency, which was regarded 
an able effort, though his chances for secu 
ing the nomination were at all times small. 
so Waite’s wife and one daughter survive

A TERRIBLE COLLISION, 


Burned to a Crisp—Killed by a Falling 
Tree—Casualties. 


PITTSBURG, March 23.—Two passenger trains 
on the Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad collided 
near Wampum, Pa., forty miles from Pitts- 
burg, about 8 o’clock this morning, and were 


badly wrecked. One man was instantly Killed 
and several others seriously itijured. Their 
names were: 8 P. Gray, baggagemaster, 
killed; Wm. Harkness, fireman train No. 1 
cut aboutthe head and shoulders, = 
fatally injured; Geo. Orr, 1 No. 1. 
slightly burt; TLomas B. Roe, fireman No. 6, 
both feet mashed and arm broken; Uharles 
Bowman, conductor, not badly injured. Four 
passengers were also injured, but their names 
could not be learned, as they were taken to 
their nomes at Beaver Falls. 

The accident is supposed to have been 
caused by a mistake in orders. It appears 
that passenger train No. 1, going west, had 
orders to pass No. 6, going east, at Wampum, 
and that No. 6 was ordered to go on to Beaver 
Fails. Both trains started at the same time, 
andas No. 1 was afew minutes late the en- 
gineer tried to make it up. About three 
miles from Beaver Falls he saw No. 6 
coming around the curve at a terrible rate of 
speed. Hereversed the leverof the engine 
and then jumped. An instant later the two 
trains came together with a frightful crash and 
the cars of both trains were piled up ina 
heap. Both engineers and firemen were badly 


injured and the baggage-master was killed. 4 


number of passengers were bruised, but none 
of them seriously hurt. Their n 
however, was remarkable, as 

trains were badly wrecked. The seriously — 
jured were taken to Wampum, and everything 
possible done to alleviate their sufferings. The 
body of Baggagemaster Gray was found be- 
neath the wreck terriby mangled. He was still 
living when taken from the ruins, but died in 
afew minutes. The wreck delayed trains East 
and West several hours. The responsibility 
for the accident has not yet been placed.

BISHOP d H. FOWLER ADDRESSES - THE 
CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 


Dissertations of Divines at the Central Mis- 
sourl Conference at Wesley Chapel 
Methodist Episcopalians Urged to Study 
the English Language—More Ideas and 
Fewer Big Words Wanted. 


The session of the Central Missouri Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church was 
opened at Wesley Chapel this morning with 
Bishop C. H. Fowler in the chair. Local 
preachers for orders were called. One re- 
sponse was made from North Missouri Dis- 
trict and two from Rolla, when the cre- 
dentials of G. A. Mastor of Ironton, 
who was represented by his pastor and pre- 
siding elder, being read, he was elected. Rev. 
Dr. Cranston ofthe Western Methodist Book 
Concern and Dr. Stone next made addresses, 
whereupon the candidates for orders were 
addressed by the Bishop in a plain 
talk that alternately excited laugh 
ter and fervent amens. He said that 
he would, above all, urge upon them the 
necessity of good English, without which it 
was impossible to succeed or to be respected. 
Good English was a great deal better than 
poor Greek, and this could not be understood 
any too well. This was the day of education, 
and while their children were learning let 
they themselves remember that if they failed 
to study the cars would be in danger of run- 
ning over the locomotive. It should not be 
forgotten that singular verbs were governed 
by singular nouns, though a good many of the 


brethren did forget this to their sorrow. For 
all the preacher knew the newspapers took 
advantage of this and made sport of the mis- 
takes in order to amuse their readers, though 
to be sure he never read the report and could 
not be sure of this. 

EDUCATIONAL NECESSITIES. 

Nor was the necessity of good writing less 
urgent, writing at least that the writer could 
read himself. During the conference a let- 
ter had been received rom a brother who had 
tendered his withdrawal by letter, and the 
letter would have made a monkey laugh. He 
would speak to them also of the matter of ser- 
mons. When they saw a preacher whose 
preaching appeared to interest the oor let 
them see wherein he pleased and imitate him. 
But they musn’t use big words. To be sure, 
many syliabies astonished and puzzled some 
auditors, but they accomplish nothing more. 
Ideas were what thee people wanted and not 
words, which rattied around in asad fashion 
when confined in little thoughts. Let em 
not elaborate, then, and see how far they 
could string outaline of thought, but prune 
things down. Ifit was necessary to take eight 
hours a day for a whole. week to write out one 
sermon, let them take it,for he had never 
seen a congregation that was not willing to 
hear betéer sermons than were preached to 
them. Ifthey would study and preach and 
watch, then in five years they would be 
in demand throughout the state. But 
let them fail to study and content them- 
selves with chattering a little of a Sunday, 
and it would be only a question of time when 
congregations would be complaining and the 
young people would not put up with the 
old ignoramuses. And if they must get up 
more than one sermon a week, 
why let them cock their guns 
and fire off their wads; probably just as 
much noise would be made as if they were 
loaded. Let them talk extemporaneously, 
then, and some one would be bound to come 
up and gay it was the very best that had ever 
been preached in that church. But, take care! 
These were only pious souls who were trying 
to brace them up. 

WHERE DANGER LIES. 

Nor should the pastoral visits be forgotten. 
Let every preacher get to work at 7 o'clock in 
the morning, just as a grocery clerk would if 
he expected to earn his wages. But the visits 
should be pastoral, not social, and fearful 
should they be lest any action of theirs per- 
formed bring the blush of shame to their 
cheek. Let them remember that they entered 
these houses as Methodist preachers; in any 
other capacity they would be kicked out, and 
they knew it. 

To which the devout brethren auswered 
„Amen. 1 

Continuing the bishop dwelt on the feeding 
of the lambs, reminding his auditors to gauge 
the nourishment according tothe age of the 
flock and remember that they were lambs and 
not giraffes. Children he admired, together 
with all those who had grown up in the faith, 
but for sinners he could not say as much. 
These old converted  sinners,’’ 
plained the bishop, remind 
the tavern-keeper who had 
sign over his name the likeness of a bear. 
After atime he grew weary of the sign and 
wished to change it, so he took some fresh 
paint and applied itto both name and bear, 
afterwards making a new design. This was 
all right tilla hard rain came and washed the 
paint. Thenthe bear could be seen faintly 
appearing through the new coat. And this is 
just the way it is with an old sinner. 

SINNERS AS CONVERTS. 

His conversion is a good thing for him, but 
not nearly so good for the chureh. He likes 
the novelty at first, but pretty soon comes a 
hard rain, and then you see the bear.’’ 

This amused the Bishop’s auditors ver 
much, as did similar tales aad ancedotes with 
which the speaker diversified his remarks. 
When he had concluded the candidates before 
him arose, and were put through a series a 
questions, such as, ‘‘Are you resolved to 
devote yourself 3 to God and his works!“ 
Do you believe the doctrines of our church 
arein harmony with the holy scripture?’’ 
Do you preach and maintain them?“ 

It was different when the question was put: 
Do you wholly abstain from the use of to- 
bacco?’’ and as a dead silence followed on 
the pare of the candidates a suppressed guffaw 
went round the church. The names of these 
candidates were as follows: 

J. W. Thomas, J. P. Bishop, Dennis Payton, 
R. Crosby, Wm. A. Smith, F. Sales, J. W. 
Baker, C. J. Lawton of the Methodist Episco- 

al Church; T. 8. Johnson of the Central 

ethodist Episcopal, B. F. McDonald of the 
African Methodist Episcopal and J. B. Bell of 
the Zion Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The examination was interrupted and de- 
ferred to a later time in order to enable Dr. 
Chas. Payne of the Ohio Wesleyan University 
and Dr. J? W. Cox of the Sunday 
School Union to make addresses. The former 
moved his auditors by referring to the won- 
derful growth of Methodism, and to the days 
of slavery, while the latter spokeon the im- 
portance of the Sunday- school. Other ad- 
dresses were made, the talks consuming so 
much time that the election of delegates to the 
General Conference, and the choosing of the 
location for the next session of Central Mis- 
souri Conference could not be accomplished. 
It was after 12:30 when the meeting adjourned,

JUDGE SEDDON DENIES 


Divorce Mill To-Day—Cases of Matri- 
monial Misfit Presented—Damage Suits 
on Trial Before the Circuit Court—New 
Litigation. 


Judge Seddon to-day refused to grant a 
special setting for the Lancaster-Glover Ybel 
suit. He handed down an opinion as follows: 
„An application igs made by the defendant 
John M. Glover concurred in by the plaintiff 
foraspecial setting of the case. The Court 
has generally set itself rigidly against special 
settings for such applications are usually noth- 
ing more than apploeations to postpone the 
rights of others. Every litigant has the 
same right to have his case heard at its 
proper place on the docket, as he has to have 
justice done him. We have had tntimation 
from both counsel that the trial of this case 
will consume from ten days to two weeks. We 
set thirty cases a week, not including the law 
docket. Ifthis case is specially set, it will re- 
sultjn the court’s usurping the places of sixty 
cases and the rights of at least 120 litigants. 

The case will be regularly reached about the 
15th of May. It will de much more agreeabie 
to try a case likely to be so protracted before 
the warm weather, but it cannot be done in 
justice to others. As a reason for a special 
setting, it is urged that the case is of 
public consequence and tbat the defendant 
is a public servant whose time will necessarily 


be taken from his duties. Whilethe case in- 
volves the character of two public officials,the 
public really have no more interest in the is- 
sues involved than in any other case. It will 
settle no question of public right. 

It has not been suggested that the defend- 
ant’s services will be less valuable to the pub- 
lic in May than in April. The application for 
a special setting will be denied.’

Comptroller Campbell, who was 
blackballed in the association, was honored, 
during his absence from the meeting, with the 
Treasurership of the new organization. The 
ward managers of the association have also 
come to the conclusion that it is the intention 
ot the club to get up a sik-stocking advisory 
organization and to exclude the workers, who 
were welcomed into the Hendricks Associa- 
tion. It is reported that some of the Hendricks 
members who contemplated applying to the 
club for admission have been quietly advised 
notto present their claims for recognition. 
The jealousy between the organizations 
is already marked. The Association members 
fears thatthe later organization is aimed to 
gather the high-toned Democrats into its 
ranks under the guise of doing honor to ‘‘Mis- 
gouri’s little glant, and then to make the As- 
sociation play second fiddle in the campaign.

cratic Rates— Negro Immigration. 


An article in a morning paper makes it ap- 
pear that the Western roads are on the eve of 
another war in live-stock rates. It is 
state that the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul road is using Burton 
palace stock cars, and is charging 


for them the same rate that is charged for 
common cars, thus making a practical cut in 
the rate, and itis further stated that Manager 
Hays of the Wabash Western is beginning to 
feel the shoe pinch, and has telegraphed 
Chairman 8 that it this thing is not 
stopped he’il make a rate which will — it. 
Altogether it is argued there isa great live 
stock warin prospect. It is asserted also that 
the St. Paul's revenue had been doubled. 

There are so many absurdities. in the article 
that the railroad men smiled when they read 
it. In the first place the St. Paul does pot use 
the Burton palace car, but has leased a couple 
of hundred Street stable cars for use at Kansas 
City and the Rock Island uses the Burton car. 
Again, the St. Paul's revenue must bave 
extremely small to be doubled, as only abo 

2 of these loaded cars have been run outof 

ansas City, and this, too, at the same rate as 
the old cars and with an additional mileage to 

ay to the car company for their use. The 

fabashorany other road can secure them 
for the same terms, but in the opinion 
of many railroad men they do not pay. 

The fact is there has been for some time past 
trouble with regard to the palace cars because 
they carry more cattle than the common cars, 
and have arrangements for feeding and water- 
ing the stock without laying over. Ali the 
10ads not using them with the possible 1 2 
tion of the Alton have protested against mak - 
ing the same rate for them, as they carry more 
cattle, and have urged that there should bea 
fair differential on them, but the Wabash 
Western, while protesting, is hardly ina po- 
sition to lead the fight on them, as the road 
does not do a heavy live stock business, and a 
cut would simply be jumping into the fire. 

Manager Hays said he had, of course, pro- 
tested with the other roads, but that he had 
no idea of cutting, especially as he had signed 
the agreementto advance rates on the 26th, 
and proposed to work under reasonable rates 
for awhile. He said he was not throwin 
down any gauntlets just now, but there woul 
be au attempt to settle the matter amicably. 
If any road should kick itis the Chicago & 
Alton, which carries the bulk of the live stock 
trale, yet it is not doing any cutting. The 
chief reason the St. Paul & Rock Island 
adopted the improved car was for its length, 
as their cars were only twenty-nine feet 
and the new cars are 86 feet. But the Alton’s 
common cars are dt feet. It is claimed that the 
users of the new cars are amenable tothe law 
which provides that cattle shall not be kept 
standing or without food and water for more 
than twenty-eight hours and in there cars 
there is no room for the cattle to lie down. 

As a matter of fact the real revolution Is 
promised in the cattle traffic next month,when 
the Alton will put on a cattle train 
between Kansas Oity and Chicago, 
cutting down the time to twenty-six 
hours and running through without stoppage. 
The present time, by mutual agreement, is 
thirty-six hours, Gros time to stop and feed, 
water and rest. he Aiton proposes to use 
Its large, common cars, start from Kansas 
Oity at 4 o’clock in the morning and reach 
Chicago at6o’clock the following morning. 
This will revolutionize the cattle transporta- 
tion business, and will make the roads hump 
themselves to keep ap with the procession.

Pacific, and they will be transferred to the 
Missouri Pacific and will be taken via that 
road, and the Texas & Pacific to the West. 
The planters think that the negroes can be 
made very useful to them forfield labor in 
Southern Oalifornia, and this is the first real 
movement in the direction of securing them 
in sufiicient numbers.

The Bell Company Collecting Telephones 
for a Bonfire. 


At 1 o’clock te-day Vice-President J. H. 
Terry of the Pan Telephone Company, Frank- 
lin Ferris and Edmond A. B. Garesche of the 
same company met Henry ‘Hitch- 
doe in the latter’s office by appointment. 
Mr. Hitchcock represents the American Bell 
Telephone Company. Mr. Terry wanted 
to make a proposition looking te a settlement 
of the local difficulty between the 
two telephone eompanies, but Mr. 


Hitchoook gave his visitors to understand he 
had no authority te receive a propasition. He 
had instructions from the American Bell Tele- 
phone Oompany which he was carrying out, 
and beyond that he could not go.

OCHICAGO, III., March 2%.—Referring to a 
vague threat made yesterday by Otto Reichel, 
who was arrested at the instance of the 
Socialistic Publishing Company on a charge 
of misapprupriation of funds, that he would 
expose the secret meetings of the Anarchist 
groups in this city and their plans, the Times 
this morning says: ‘‘Reports have been cir- 
culated among people interested in the 
labor movement, particularly the conserva- 
tive ones, within the last few weeks, to 
the effect that the Anarchists are 
reorganizing in this city and renewing their 
plotting against the lifeand property of its 
citizens. The rumors have become so gen- 
eral that they even reached the police depart- 
ment and the speeches made ata recent cele- 
bration of the Paris Commune were sufficiently 
violent to lend some color tothe reports. An 
investigation shows that the rumors 
are ih part true and in part  exag- 
gerated. The fact is that since the 
outbreak of May 4, 1886, the Anarchists have 
been compelled to hide their heads and the 
persons whose leadership’ they had as- 
sumed, by some sort of means, have 
been and are still returning to the 


association of those whom 5 left a few 
years ago when the Anarchist agitation in this 
city commenced. When the international 
Working People’s Association was organized 
in this city five or six years ago it drew its 
membership from the Socialistic Labor party, 
which, since that time until within a recent 
period, became almostan empty name. The 
massacre on the Haymarket brought about a 
change. The ‘‘groups’’ dispersed and the 
International disappeared. Recently, the So- 
clalistic Labor party has been reorganizing and 
is once more quite a numerous body of men. 
The disintegrating influence of the Anarchists 
has made them an object of universal dislike 
among the Socialists who constituted the So- 
cialist Labor party and the Internationalin the 
early part of its existence. Of late, however, 
there has been an attempt made to rally the 
scattered members ofthe eee that were 
scattered by the Haymarket riot and the execu- 
tion of the leaders. The men who belonged 
to the groups at that time were for the most 
part not Anarchists. At all events, if they

2 do not want to admit their mistake by 
joining the Sooialistic Labor party, which they 
once disrupted. But they want to reorganize 
and have bit upon a plan that helps them out 
ot the difficulty. There have been organized 
within the past two moenthsa number of so- 
cieties in different parts of the city called 
either debating societies or Wosaing People’s 
Educational Societies, or some similar name. 
These ieties are devoted to the dis- 
cussion f economic and social ques-. 
tions. The lectures and discussions are 
entirely Socialistic, or at least extremely 
radical. The object of reorganizing the mem- 
bers of the dispersed groups of the Interna- 
tional in debating societies is explained by 
prominent Socialists as an additional step 
towards bringing them back to the Socialistic 
Labor party, and driving the ideas of dyna- 
mite and poison out of their heads. Even the 
name of Anarchists is avoided by those who 
used to glory in it, except afew who still be- 
lieve in dynamite. The few extremists, al- 
thoughestill able to create a deal of infectious 
enthusiasm by speeches such as were 
made at the Commune celebration, are not 
regarded with favor by the leaders in the new 
movement, who say such talk and actions 
spoil their work and retard the advancement 
of their cause. One of the most powerful 
causes that broke up Anarchism in this city is 
the political labor move, which developed 
considerable streugth at some of the late elec- 
tions. It is a remarkable feature of this 
movement that some ofthe most industrious 
workers for the party are those who formerly 
were the most rabid Anarchists.“

All women plas- 
tered their hair ins hard, flat mass tight to 
the skull with bandoline or some other 
mucilaginous substance, as low down as the 
ears and then had it twisted in stiff, wire-lik

Last week the 
blizzard worried and depressed him. Then 
somebody built a fire in his room when he was 
absent and the fortune in the stove-pipe van- 
ished.

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SPANISH JUSTICE. 


AN AMERICAN CITIZEN’S DISASTROUS EX- 
PERIENCE IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Mr. Thos. T. Collins Invests His Small For- 
tune in the Lumber Trade at Manila—The 
Entire Business Seized by a Priest anda 
Sea Captain—Unsuccessful Efforts to Se- 
cure Justice—The Robbers Aided and Pro- 
tected by Spanish Officials—The Victim 
Held an Unwilling Captive—Complaint te 
the State Department. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 23.—Thos. T. Collins, of 
Manila, has been wrestling with Spanish jus- 
tice for the past fifteen years, and becoming 
disgusted with the delays and red tape that 
seem to be the chief features of Spanish. law 


in that far off country, has now applied for , 


redress to Mr. H. W. Leonard of No. 128 
Broadway, and between Mr. Leonard and the 
State Department he hopes to squeeze the 


Spanish Treasury to the tune of some $100,000 . 


for wrongs he says have been done him in that 
Government. Manilais a large town of one 
of the Philipine Islands and is one of the 
provinces of Spainin that part of the ‘world. 
Mr. Collins isa New Yorker and endeavored 
to embark in a business enterprise at Manila, 
furnishing some $25,000 of capital and sundry 
items of stock, all of which, he claims, were 
gobbled up by the Spanish authorities and he 
himself, after years of toil and labor, left ab- 
solutely destitute and finally imprisoned. The 
priests of the island seem to have been the 
stumbling blocks in the way to Mr. 
Collins’ success, Mr. Collins claiming 
that a hierarchy over which the GovVern- 
nent has no control renders it impossible for 
a foreigner, and particularly an American, to 
obtain any sort of legal redress for wrongs or 
recognition in the matter of personal or prop- 
erty rights. The United States Consul at 
Manila has taken up the cause of Mr. Collins, 
and some correspondence has passed between 
the State Department and the United States 
Minister at Madrid relative to the matter, the 
Spanish Government having promised to in- 
vestigate it. 
MR. COLLINS’ LETTER. 

The following letter, received by Mr. 
Leonard from Mr. Collins, explains the lat- 
ter’s grievances: 

In 1871 I joined Mr. William Morton Clark 
of Philadelphia, who hada large timber busi- 
ness op the Island of Luzon, and started cut- 
ting some timber contracted for by the 
Chinese Government. Isoon discovered that 
I was interfering with the business of a cer- 
tain priest who was also in the same line of 
business. Shortly before this, this priest and 
an inspector of roads had loaded the Spanish 
bark Santa Lucia for Hong Kong and had made 
things so disagreeable for others who had tried 
to ship merchandise that foreigners -were 
becoming afraid to risk their capital. Mr. 
Clark, finding how things were going on, soon 
abandoned the enterprise and 1 then de- 
termined to fight the thing out on my account. 


At this time Ihad 25,000 cubic feet of hard 
timber, cut and squared, for a foreign market, 
eighty-two buffalo for hauling and a plant of 
machinery and appliances vaiued at $7,000. 
Ihad a license for carrying on my business 
duly granted by the Superior Government, 
and in 1874 chartered a vessel at Manila to 
carry my timber to Hong Kong, and then went 
tothe Port of Love, where my timber was, 
taking with me $940 in gold to prepare for the 
vessel’s arrival and to continue cutting. 
A BOLD SEIZURE. 

Upon arriving at Love 1 found that during 
my absence at Manilla, a portion of my tim- 
ber had been forcibly taken seession of and 
had been skipped on board the Spanish bark 
Teresa by Joaquin Barcello, the captain of the 
Teresa, who was then on his way to Hong 
Kong. I also learned that my buffaloes, stock 
and rice had been removed and that Juan 
Gaal, my foreman, whom I had left in charge 
of my property, was all subject

MORE MISFORTUNE. 

„Seeing there was no justice to be had at 
home, I r to regain my rights at Manila, 
and so left tbe next morning for Manila on the 
bark Industria, taking with me all my private 
papers, contracts, eto. That night we en- 
countered a terrible typhoon, in which the 
vessel was wrecked, and all that I was able to 
save was the clothes 1 then wore. Upon my 
arrival at Manila 12 in 22 against 
Capt, Barcello, and also against Padre Moreno 
and the Commandante of the District, as ac- 


complices in the above fraud and robbery. | 


The case dragged along, as is custom- 
ary in Spanish countries, and about 
a year later my funds were all 
exhausted. At this time a Spanish friend at 
Manila, acquainted with my misfortunes, took 
me to his home and loaned me some money, 
shortly afterward sailing for Europe. With 
this money Ireturned to Love, expecting to 
find at least a portion of my timber left, w ich 
I intended to — + Arriving at Love, I found 
that Capt. Barcello had been there before me 
and had seized and shipped everything but a 
few worm-eaten logs. Barcello had even 
hauled the timber I had out in the 
mountains, and, aided by his accomplices, 
had cleaned me out entirely during my 
absence. Isaw it was no use to complain 
further, and so I set to work to cut some more 
timber, and after much trouble and expense 

ot two cargoes ready and left for Manila, in- 
ending to go from there to Hong — | to sell 
whatI had last cut. Learning that Barcello 
was in Manila and was about to leave for Hong 
Kong, I applied to the Alcalde, Senor Tor- 
ranco, who had my suit in charge, to stop 
Barcello from leaving the country, as my case 
against him had not yet been decided.

the Mills bill. The newspapers from a dis- 
tance are not generally read by Congressmen 
until the evening of the day they are received, 
and it was not until the House assembled 
yesterday morning that the sentiments im- 
puted by the Philadelphia Times to Mr. Oar- 
lisle began to be disoussed.

Not a word bearing any such meaning or 
construction. It absolutely misrepresents 
my opinions, and {mputes to me what I have 
neither said nor thought, was the Speaker's 


reply. 
THE INTERVIEW. 

The following isthe reported interview 
inthe Philadelphia Times: Ina very frank 
conversation upon the result of his inquiries 
the Speaker said: 

»I am free to admit that Iam not as confi- 
deat as [ could wish that the Mills bill for rey- 
enue reduction will pass in its orig- 
inal shape, but I am assured that 


some tariff reduction measure will go on the 
statute books before this session of Congress 
adjourns. The character of the measure 
which will pass Icannot foreshadow, except 
that it will be somewhere in the line of 
committee bill. The difficulty, from whatl 
learn, grows out of the conflicting claims and 
interests of whisky, wool, salt and lumber, 
Some want whisky and tobacco to carry the 
bulk of revenue reductions; others insist on 
sugar and tobacco, and so on, as the interests 
of constituencies are affected. These con- 
flicting interests, I think, will be adjusted. 

Then the next controversy comes on wool. 
I have my doubts whether wool will be contin- 
ued on the free list. That seems to be the 
stumbling block in the way of many Demo- 
crats. Ihave never been particularly deter- 
mined about wool. There arestrong arguments 
forand against placing it on the free list. 
In my opinion it might be reported as it now 
stands inthe bill and settled by the House. 
There is a strong . among the farm - 
ers to free wool. e bill may be moaified in 
this particular.’’

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‘THE SENSATIONAL STORY TOLD BY A No- 
TORIOUS BROOKLYN BURGLAR. 


Startling Sequel to the Great Port Jervis 
Burglary—Nerton Charges Dr. Wickham, 
Whese Bouse He Robbed, With Conspir- 
ing to Defraud an Ipsurance Company— 
The Doctor Exposed as an Ex-Cenvict. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 
New Tonk, March 23.—Some time ago the 


Sun printed the story of the arrest in Brooklyn 
of a notorious burglar known as ‘‘Piggy’’ 
Norton, or North, who had been found in the 
game house witha quantity of furniture and 
other goods stolen from the residence of Dr. 
D. B. Wickham, at Port Jervis. Dr. Wickham 
had gone to Florida early in the winter, leav- 
ing the house untenanted. It was found by 
Port Jervis people stripped of its most valua- 
bie contents and with a quantity of gunpowder 
arranged as though it had been the purpose of 
“the thieves to fire the house after robbing 
it. The stolen goods had been shipped in 
smal) packages, at different times, from Port 
Jervis to Brooklyn by express, and this fact 
made it possible to trace them. Norton was 
taken to Port Jervis and held until last Tues- 
day, when, the Grand-jury failing to find evi- 
dence enough to indict him, he was dis- 
charged and at once rearrested by detectives 
from Brooklyn, pawn-tickets found upon him 
having led to evidence connecting him with 
two burglaries in Brooklyn. Heewas brought 
back to Brooklyn and yesterday the Grand- 
jury found two indictments against him. He 
will be arraigned to-day to plead. 
A BENSATIONAL STORY. 

Meantime be has told a senational story 
which makes Dr. Wickham a conspirator with 
him to rob and burn the Port Jervis house to 
defraud the imsurance companies. He has 
produced no corroborative evidence except 
the fact that Dr. Wickham, although now a 
wealthy and respected citizen of Port Jervis, 
isan ex-convict. The story of the doctor’s 
life is an interesting one. In 1859 David B. 
Wickham was a rising young physician in 
Sussex County, N. J. His father, Sam- 
uel Wickham, was a wealthy Sussex 
County farmer. Solomon Cole, a well- 
to-do farmer of Montague Town- 


ship, and Dr. Wickham were warm 
personal friends. Cole was a member of one 
ofthe oldest dnd wealthiest families in that 
hart of New Jersey. In the spring of 1858 Miss 
lelena T. Quick of Milford, Pike Co., Pa., 
ust across the Delaware from Montague 

ownship, went to Montague to teach school. 
She was a highly accomplished and attractive 
young woman of an old and prominent family, 
the Quicks having settled in Pike County 
while the Indians still occupied the 
valley. Solomon Cole met Miss 
Quick, professed great love for her 
and they were soon married. Soon after the 
marriage Mrs. Oole’s health became poor and 
on several occasions her husband took her to 
Dr. Wickham for treatment. Cole had once 
ortwice suggested to his wife that she should 
have her life insured and on one of her visits 
to Dr. Wickham he made the same sugges- 
tion. She at last consented to take out an in- 
surance policy for $4,000in favor of her hus- 
band who, it afterwards was alleged, had 
made an agreement with Dr. Wickham that 
the latter was to receive one-half of the in- 
surance on the death of Mrs. Cole. 

POISONED. 

In the latter part of February, 1859, Mrs. 
Cole was indisposed, and Dr. Wickham was 
called. He treated her, but she continued to 

row worse until the 20th of March, when she 

ied. The circumstances attending her death 
aroused suspicions and the New York Insur- 
ance Company that had issued the policy on 
Mrs. Cole’s life investigated the case. rs. 
Cole’s remains were exhumed in May, 1859, 
and her stomach was sent to New York for 
chemical analysis. Undoubted evidence was 
discovered of both arsenic and strychnine, 
and on the chemist’s report warrants 
were issued for the arrest of both Cole 
and Dr. Wickham on the charge of 
murdering her. Dr. Wickham fied the State, 
but Cole was arrested and placed ia Newton 
jail. Both men were indicted—Dr. Wickham 
as the principal and Cole as his accomplice. 
The indictment charged that Wickham ad- 
ministered arsenic to Mrs. Cole on the day he 
was called to see her, and on every day that 
he called thereafter until the 20th of March, 
on whichday he gave her twenty grains of 
— which caused her death the same 

ay. 

Cole was placed on trial in October, 1859, at 
Newton, before Judge Whelpley. Among 
his counsel was the Hon. Andrew J. Rogers 
at present one of the oivil justices of 
While the circumstances all 
pointed to the guilt of the prisoner, it could 
not be 1 established and he was ac- 
quitted. Dr. Wickham remained in hiding 
until August, 1860, when it was learned that he 
was in New York City. He was arrested as he 
was entering the office of Lawyer Chauncey 
Shaffer, taken back to Newton and lodged in 
all. He was tried atthe September term of 
he Sussex County Court and convicted of 
murder in the second agree. a verdict hard 
to understand, in view of the evident pre- 
meditation of the crime. He was sentenced 
to fifteen yearsin the New Jersey State prison, 
which time he served, and on his release went 
to Port Jervis, a few miles from the 
scene of the murder, and resumed tbe practice 
of his profession. His apparent manliness 
and robust honesty conquered the community 
and in less than three months after he had be- 
come a resident of the place, those who were 
the loudest in his condemnation fifteen years 
before, beca his warmest defenders, and 
declared their belief that he was innocent of 
all knowledge of the Cole murder. 

Advices from Part Jervis last night declare 
that the confidence there in Dr. Wickham’s 
integrity is not shaken in the least by Burgiar 
Norton’s story. Norton first made charges, it 
Is said, upon his arrest there, and they were 
denied by the doctor. Dr. Wickham could 
easily have sold his furniture, it is said, for 
more than the insurance on It,

After a Consultation Held This Morning 
With Lawyer Cornelius and Mr. T. V. Day

After hearing her story, which was delivered 
with some manifestations of pain from her 
injuries which are not yet healed by any 
means, Messrs Cornelius and Day decided to 
fix the sum to be demanded in the suit at 
$50,000. Miss Ellis at first seemed backward in

and told the story. 

THE GIRL’S STORY.
